If you've never seen 
Alaskan huskies in a race 
to the finish, you're in for a 
treat! 

Besides huskies, you'll 
see teams of malamutes 
and crossbred dogs com¬ 
peting in one of the fastest 
winter tracks in North 
America-the Rosebud Run 
Sleddog Classic, December 
8 and 9 right here in 
Didsbury! 

The original inception of 
Rosebud Run took place in 
May of 2005 over a cup of 
coffee at a local coffee 
shop in Didsbury. 

Then musher of notori¬

Don’t stand by 
when someone

Q: I’m a high school teacher and don’t want any of 
our students to kill themselves because of bullying. 
What can I do? 

Anne: Bullies bully when they think they can get 
away with it. In school, bullies 
rarely act alone. When it’s a lone 
bully against a lone target, it’s 
usually a personal feud between 
the two. But that’s not the norm. 
LTsually, a bully is surrounded 
and egged on by her groupies. So 
you're not dealing with just one 
person. 

A bully will attack when 

1) they think their target is 
alone, 

2) no-one is around to help the 
target, and 

3) either they won’t get pun¬ 
ished or the punishment won’t be serious. A bully’s 
groupies help make sure the target is alone, that no- 
one can help the target and sometimes, the groupies 
join in the bullying. Those 50 students who mobbed 
Amanda Todd were the bully’s groupies. 

There are two things you can do. First is to make 
sure that bullying is punished and if the bullying is also 
criminal, bring in the police. 

Second, you can start a Stand-By Club for bystanders 
and those who are bullied. Members of the Stand-By 
Club simply stand by someone who’s bullied, so that 
someone who’s being bullied is never alone. 

The Stand-By Club can model itself after the civil- 
rights marchers and Dr. Martin Luther King. It will be a 
nonviolent response to the violence of bullying. Like 
the civil-rights marchers, Stand-Byers will not bully 
back. And the Amanda Todds will know that they’re 
not alone. 

The Stand-By Club addresses factors 1 and 2, and 
making sure bullies are punished addresses factor 3. 

Q: I live in another province from Amanda Todd, but 
what happened to her is happening to a student at my 
high school. I’ve always stood back, afraid that the bul¬ 
lies will turn on me. What can 1 do? 

Anne: There are a number of things that you can do, 
even without confronting the bul li es. 

The most important thing you can do is talk with 
your Amanda. You’d be amazed at the power of a kind 
word, of a friendly smile. By simply being kind, you’re 
showing her that she’s not alone. You don’t have to 
become her BFF, but you can be friendly towards her. 
Don’t treat her as if she has the bubonic plague and 
should be avoided at all times. 

Another thing you can do is to be a witness, not a 
bystander. Let the teachers and Amanda’s parents 
know what’s going on. Tell them what you saw and 
heard. Make sure you let your parents know what 
you’re doing. Not only do you need their support, but 
they may also be able to help. 

Encourage other students to be witnesses instead of 
bystanders. You are not the only student who doesn’t 
like bullying and doesn’t like w hat’s happening to your 
Amanda. 

You can start a Stand-By Club.

Tell global warming industry the party’s over

argue that it was a clever attempt by 
green energy providers to make use 
of a crisis to boost their business, but 
that debate will have to take place 
elsewhere. 

As a skeptic who has studied glob¬ 
al warming, I understand that politi¬ 
cians, scientists and industry leaders 
have a vested interest in clinging to 
the message of climate change gloom 
and doom. Who can blame them? If I 
were a politician who lobbied for bil¬ 
lions in carbon taxes or a tree-ring 
scientist who’d hung her hat on the 
golden goose of climate change 
funds, I’d cling to past reports too. 

These energy policy problems 
aren’t reserved for the U.K. Consider 
the actions of the United States’ 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA). As Congress refused to insti¬ 
tute an energy policy similar to the 
U.K.’s, the EPA applied a back-door 
strategy that slapped fines and regu¬ 
lations upon selected sources in the 
energy industry. As a result, coal 
companies have been strangled. 
Many have shut down, which has 
reduced the availability of affordable 
energy. Some of you might cheer this 
news, but I doubt you’d be cheering if 
you couldn’t heat your frosty home 
or afford electricity to run your iPod. 

Edging out an energy industry 
before it’s capable of replacing it is 
like someone throwing out her 
wardrobe' before she goes shopping. 
Granted, I admit to having had told 
my husband I have nothing to wear, 
but that wasn’t a literal comment. 1 
didn’t wander around Sears naked, 
looking for a new dress. That’s essen¬ 


tially what the EPA is doing. 

Knowing how the experiment of 
green energy worked in the U.K., is 
this a policy that should be embraced 
here before new forms of energy 
works as efficiently as conventional 
ones? 

Energy regulations drafted to 
address global warming aren’t unique 
in government policies. They exist 
from politics to pedagogy. While new 
information may cause educational 
departments to unravel global warm¬ 
ing-based science curricula and com¬ 
panies to stop using the words car¬ 
bon footprint, it’s worse for the rest 
of us. 

We’ll have to sever environmental 
issues from global-wanning propa¬ 
ganda. 

There will be resistance. As we 
attempt to roll back regulations, 
politicians will treat us jis if we are 
removing coins from a homeless 
man’s begging cup. 

Remember, green energy policies 
were fast-tracked because some 
thought we could solve a global dis¬ 
aster. Now that real world evidence 
shows that global wanning can no 
longer credibly be linked to carbon 
dioxide caused by human's actions, 
it's time to tell politicians and the 
green industry that their party is 
over. One problem remains: Who w ill 
clean up the mess they left behind?

If 
companies wished to refuse to follow 
the stringent, green-linked regula¬ 
tions, they lose their license to sell 
energy. The Guardian recently 
reported that, despite an already 
heavy load, thousands of Britons 
have been handl'd another blow: A) 
11 per cent increase in fuel prices.

The Didsbury Dragons may be facing more competition 
next year if plans for a league expansion come to fruition. 

Mountain View 9-Man Football Conference officials got 
together Nov. 20 to discuss their plans for next year, said 
league commissioner Kevin Onishenko. 

At the meeting, Drayton Valley representatives 
expressed interest joining the league, said Onishenko. 

“And there may be a couple more teams joining the 
league by the time the deadline rolls around next April,” 
he added. 

The plan for the league once more teams join, is to split 
into a north and south conference, but he noted that it 
may not happen for a couple years. 

Currently there are only four teams in the conference - 
Edmonton, Sundre, Carstairs, and Didsbury, according to 
Didsbury Dragons Coach Mark Lefebvre. 

The Dragons placed second in the nine-man football 
league this season, said IxTebvre. 

They played in the championship g.une on Oct. 27 
against Edmonton Victory Christian School’s Crimson 
Knights in Edmonton. 


Though they lost the game 42-6, lefebvre said the score 
wasn’t really indicative of the play. 

“Even at halftime it was a close game, but as the game 
went on, it just started to get away from us when they 
realized that they probably couldn’t come back. 

“It was a iK'tter game than the score says.” 

Ix'febvre noted that one of the key moments in the 
game was when the Dragons ran an 80-yard touchdown 
run which got called back due to a holding penalty. 

It definitely changed the* momentum of the game, he 
said. 

But, despite the loss, the Didsbury High School team 
took second in the provincial league, even after all the 
problems the team has had to deal with this season. 

“We had 11 (players) to start the season. One of the 11 
ended up not being able to play for half the season, so it 
was good he was there at the beginning. But then we lost 
him,” said Lefebvre. 

Only nine players came out for the very first Dragons 
game of the season, so the entire team was on the field 
the whole game. As well, a couple of injuries in that game 
made a tough go of things, he noted. 

“And then we had a season-ending injury to our Grade 
12 starting centre. Three games into the season he broke 


his foot and wasn’t able to play the rest of the season. So 
we had to put a Grade 1) rookie in that role and he stepped 
up mid did just fine.” 

As the season went on, they were able to bring out 
enough players to allow for substitutions, mid the team 
pushed ahead despite their small numbers. 

“We’ve always, seemed to do well for some reason,” 
said Lefebvre. 

“We’ve got a great coaching staff now, and we just seem 
to find a way to win games, even though we’re under¬ 
sized mid under manned.” 

He said he hopes to be coaching the team next year and 
is also looking to reemit more players in the off-season. 

“So we can get our numbers up again for starting next 
season. I thought I did that last year. I thought I had about 
four or five more guys ready to go, and when push came 
to shove, none of them stepped up. 

“So hopefully that doesn’t happen next year and the 
ones we do recruit will actually play with us.” 

He added that although the team has enough players, 
they do need more players to he successful long term, 
especially when playing against much larger teams like 
Edmonton, which had about 15 players on the bench at 
any given time.
